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Accident kills Loretto 
woman, injures man

A fatal accident on Sunday afternoon claimed the 
life of a Loretto woman. 

The accident happened at 3:53 p.m. in the 8000 
block of Loretto Road in Nelson County. According to 
a Kentucky State Police report, Clara R. “Rene” 
Donahue, 44, Loretto, was driving her 2002 Dodge 
Dakota southbound when the vehicle left the roadway 
and struck a tree. She was pronounced dead at the 
scene by the Nelson County Coroner’s Office. 

Donahue’s passenger, James R. “Bobby” Mattingly, 
45, Loretto, was flown to University of Louisville 
Hospital by helicopter with life-threatening injuries. 
As of 12:50 p.m. Tuesday, he was in stable condition. 

Donahue was wearing a seat belt at the time of the 
accident. Mattingly was not. 

The police report states the truck left the roadway 
for unknown reasons.

Despite the unpredictability of the area’s recent 
weather with tornadoes, snow and an unseasonably 
warm spring, school districts in Nelson County didn’t 
miss a single day and didn’t have to use any make-up 
days set aside in the calendar year. 

Nelson County Schools Transportation Director 
Todd Sanders can’t remember a year that Nelson 
County Schools haven’t had to use make-up days. 

“It’s been since at least I went to school,” Sanders 
said. “We have those days scattered throughout the 
year and this year we will have a full two weeks of 
spring break because of it.” 

When roads are questionable, Sanders is on the 
roads by 3:30 a.m. to check conditions and contact the 
media with his decision for closings or delays. 

“Glen Leake, assistant eirector of transportation, 
has been here for 27 years and he has never seen this 
happen,” Sanders said. 

Tom Brown, director of transportation, facilities and 
athletics for Bethlehem High School, agrees it’s 
unusual. He thinks this may have happened once dur¬ 
ing his time in the Nelson County School District. 

“I can’t say for certain, but it may have been 
between 1979 and 1980,” Brown said. 

The rare occurrence of missing no school days 
means schools will get out a little earlier than normal 
and students will get the breaks scheduled during the 
year. That wasn’t the case last year when Nelson 
County Schools missed 12 days due to flooding and 
snow. But the school districts have built-in days in 
their calendars that accommodate the anticipated 
“snow days.” 

“The way we set the calendar for the school year it 
has make-up days built into it,” Nelson County 
Schools Superintendent Anthony Orr said. “We look at 
the last several years and take an average of the days 
missed to designate how many make-up days we will 
need.” 

Nelson County set aside several days scattered 
throughout the school year beginning with Jan. 7 and 
ending with May 4 for make up days. 

This year the anticipated last day of school for 
Nelson County School District students is May 31

Parents voice concern over program cuts 


Art teacher, literacy 
assistant positions at 
Cox's Creek may be 
eliminated

Nelson County Schools 
Superintendent Anthony Orr 
met with about 45 Cox’s 
Creek Elementary School 
parents and staff Monday 
evening to address concerns 
that the school may lose its 
art teacher next year. 

Three part-time literacy 
staffers and one special edu¬ 
cation teacher may also lose 
their positions in 2012-2013, 
which Orr and Principal Jan 
Lanham attributed to fund¬ 


ing cuts on the state and fed¬ 
eral level. However, parents 
and staff argued that on a 
district level, funds should 
be allocated differently to 
permit one of the county’s 
top-performing schools to 
keep its programs intact. 

Funding challenges 

A few hours before 
Monday night’s meeting, the 
school’s Site-Based 

Decision-Making council 
discussed its options for the 
allocation of teachers, and 
ultimately decided to hold 
steady with a proposed allo¬ 
cation that it voted for 
March 19. That proposal is 
still subject to change, in 
large part based on how 
many students enroll at 
Cox’s Creek compared to the 
district’s projection, Lanham 


told the council. 

The proposed allocation 
keeps the school’s one music 
teacher and one physical 
education teacher, but elimi¬ 
nates the one art teacher 
position, held by Angela 
Ford. 

It also eliminates three 
part-time literacy program 
assistants, bringing the pro¬ 
gram from six total staffers 
to three full-time staff. 
Lanham credits the school’s 
unique literacy program 
with its standardized test 
scores — consistently 
among the highest in the dis¬ 
trict. 

Moreover, the school is 
expected to see district-fund¬ 
ed special education staff cut 
from three to two positions. 

The drop in teacher posi¬ 
tions is in part because the 


district allocated 20 teachers 
to the school for next year 
compared to 21.5 this year, a 
calculation based on project¬ 
ed enrollment. But federal 
Title I funds, which used to 
cover the cost of 1.5 teach¬ 
ers, will next year only cover 
0.9 teachers, according to 
Lanham. 

Lanham took a survey of 
teachers in which they were 
asked which topics they 
would be comfortable teach¬ 
ing within their classrooms. 

“There was no competi¬ 
tion in terms of the one they 
felt the least comfortable 
teaching, [which] was 
music, and then RE. and art 
were pretty much equally 
divided,” Lanham said. In 
fact, only one teacher said he 
or she felt comfortable

Nuisance 
law has its 
usefulness 

The neighbors of the properties at 1130 Old 
Nazareth Road and 91 Lebanon Junction Road 
in Boston can finally have some vindication. 

Nelson County Judge Executive Dean Watts 
issued an order last week to tear down both 
properties because they are in direct violation of 
the Nuisance Ordinance of Nelson County. We 
applaud the measures that are finally taking 
place after years of frustration for the residents 
of both areas. 

Both homes being destroyed burned in 2009 
and were caught up in court proceedings. While 
the frustration level has been high on getting 
these issues resolved, the county had been 
advised by counsel not to proceed while any 
bankruptcy or court proceedings were taking 
place. So it’s been a wait-it-out mentality and it 
finally paid off. Local residents can now rest 
easy knowing that the public health and safety 
issues have finally been addressed, not to men¬ 
tion the unsightly scenes. And that’s exactly 
what this ordinance is designed to accomplish. 

Watts said that since the Nuisance Ordinance 
was passed in 2003, there have been a lot of 
success stories. Code Enforcement Officer 
Logan Spaulding said most people will comply 
after you contact them within the seven days. A 
perfect example was a burned out home in New 
Hope where the owner received the notice, con¬ 
tacted the office immediately and complied 
within 60 days by leveling and removing the 
remains of the structure. Smaller non-compli¬ 
ance issues include weeds and garbage removal 
but can be dangerous trees, open wells and 
more. 

While Spaulding hasn’t been on the job for 
long, he takes every complaint seriously and is 
doing a good job of addressing issues within 
three to 10 working days. 

“In this job, you have to balance people’s 
property rights with the public’s safety,” 
Spaulding said. 

We couldn’t agree more.

Some don't want their children to do better 


As a member of a strong 
Democrat family, my mother 
saw FDR’s funeral train, and 
the only time my father 
watched television was for 
the outcome of JFK’s 
election, I never thought I 
would agree with Repub¬ 
lican David Floyd. Rep. 
Floyd is correct, marriage is 
declining and children need 
both parents. Judging from 
his comments written in his 
article about mandatory 
school enrollment until the 
age of 18, he thinks it should 
be the parents’ responsibility 
to keep their children in 
school. I agree, it should be 
the parents’ responsibility. 
Rep. Floyd continues by 
stating that parents want 
their children’s lives to be 
better than the parents. This 
is where Rep. Floyd and I 
part ways. 

I do not know Rep. 

Floyd’s age, but as a 
daughter of a mother who 
was bom in 1920, grew up 
during the Great Depression 
and a young wife and 
mother during World War II, 
I can remember my mother 
saying, she hoped my life 
wouldn’t be as difficult as 
hers, even though the 
problems she experienced 
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was not her fault. My mother 
graduated from Bardstown 
High School in 1938, quite 
the feat for a woman back 
then. All of mother’s six 
children graduated high 
school: one attended college, 
but quit to get married; an¬ 
other has an associate’s 
degree; another has a 
bachelor’s plus some 
master’s classes; and the last 
has a master’s plus. Not bad 
for a woman whose husband 
died before half of the 
children had finished ele¬ 
mentary school. 

Some of today’s parents 
don’t want their children to 
improve. As a teacher with 
17 years of experience, I 
have seen repeating cycles 


too often. I have had parent 
conferences at which the 
parent wants her child iden¬ 
tified as special needs so he 
can “draw a check.” Students 
have told me that neither 
they nor their mother know 
who their father is. Teen 
parents usually come from 
single parent households. 
Students have rattled off 
names of half siblings, step- 
siblings, former step siblings 
as if they were discussing the 
weather. When calling a 
parent, never call the man 
who answers the phone Mr. 
Student’s last name, because 
more than likely he will be a 
step-father or the boyfriend 
of the week. One 16-year-old 
student told me she will 
meet her 15-year-old sister 
for the first time. This same 
student showed me a picture 
of her father by searching 
mug shots on the Internet. 
These same students receive 
free lunch, food stamps and 
have a Passport medical card 
and brag about being on the 
government’s dole. Are all 
these problems the child’s 
fault? Of course not, it is all 
they have known and don’t 
see anything wrong with 
these social issues; because 
of the lax parenting they 


have received. 

Before I upset too many 
people, I know divorce is 
sometimes unpreventable. I 
have had successful students 
from single family house¬ 
holds. These students have 
been enrolled in honor 
classes and have continued 
with a higher education. The 
difference between these stu¬ 
dents and the above 
mentioned students? A 
father is involved in the 
child’s life. Whether you are 
married, divorced or have 
never been married, but have 
a child with a woman, be re¬ 
sponsible as a parent and be 
involved in your child’s life. 

To answer Rep. Floyd’s 
question, will mandating 
school attendance until 18 
make a difference? Statistics 
have proven that high school 
drop-outs draw welfare for 
the majority of their lives. If 
a child already receives 
welfare and knows no other 
life, and has no aspirations, 
would forcing a child to stay 
in school help remove the 
child from government assis¬ 
tance or just increase the 
population in an already 
over-crowded high school? 
The students themselves tell 
us no.

State budget primary focus of General Assembly work 


While we passed several im¬ 
portant bills last week, my time 
was dominated with review of 
the House’s proposal, House 
Bill 265, for the state’s two-year 
budget. The plan will be 
roughly $9 billion per year or 
$18 billion total. In that, the 
Senate proposal carries about 
6.58 percent authorized debt 
which is lower than the House’s 
proposal of 6.8 percent and even 
lower than the Governor’s pro¬ 
posal of 7.1 percent. The 
Senate’s budget puts more 
money into the Rainy Day Fund 
and significantly lowers the 
state’s structural imbalance. It is 
bad public policy to bond or re¬ 
structure or borrow money to 
pay for current expenses. The 
Senate crafted a financially re¬ 
sponsible budget that reflects 
what every family in the Com¬ 
monwealth has had to face 
during the last several years — 
less money. We needed to 
decide what was necessary as 
opposed to what would be nice 
to have. People decide between 
paying their mortgage or going 
on vacation, paying their utility 
bill or going to the movies. 
While the Senate budget pro¬ 
vides for social services, 
education, public safety, and 
necessary infrastructure, we are 
mindful that we cannot afford 
some things that, while nice or 
even beneficial to have, are not 
ultimately critical. Of course, as 
the nation’s and our economies 
improve, we will continue to 
evaluate and review our rev¬ 
enues as compared to our needs. 

The Senate passed Senate 
Bill 134 which would facilitate 
returning military who have a 
HVAC specialty to obtain certi¬ 
fication in Kentucky. SB 134 
allows a current or former 
member of the United States 
Armed Forces to qualify for a 
journeyman license if he or she 
has been trained as a jour¬ 
neyman by the military and 
actively served in that occu¬ 
pation during his or her military 
service. We are grateful to the 
men and women who serve and 
it is not just to make their tran¬ 
sition back to civilian life more 
difficult. 

The Senate also passed 
several other bills to lay the 
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groundwork for a prosperous 
future. If you ask business 
owners what kinds of things the 
government can do to help 
them, one of their top answers 
will be to tell government to get 
out of the way. Senate Bill 4 ap- 
plies a moratorium on 
administrative regulations as the 
Governor determines which reg¬ 
ulations to keep in place, 
amended, or repealed altogether. 
The Governor can then reissue 
the regulations he deems im¬ 
portant and these will go 
through the usual legislative 
review. The purpose of SB 4 is 
to rein in what many feel is out- 
of-control red-tape. We need to 
look at these regulations with 
fresh eyes and make sure they 
still have a constructive 
purpose. 

By now, it is common 
knowledge that math and 
science skills are important to 
students as they prepare for 
either a vocational track or 
college and future jobs. Senate 
Bill 11 will provide financial in¬ 
centives to teachers, based on 
student achievement on Ad¬ 
vanced Placement (AP) or 
International Baccalaureate (IB) 
tests in advanced science and 
mathematics. AdvanceKen- 
tucky, a private-public 
educational partnership, has 
similar programs in many of our 
public high schools and has ex¬ 
perienced wild success as 
students score well enough to 
obtain college credit, saving 
both them and their parents’ 
money. In 2010, AdvanceKen- 
tucky high schools represented 
a 53 percent increase in 
math/science/English AP quali¬ 
fying scores (3 or above) above 
2009. Qualifying scores among 


low-income students went up 
109 percent. This is an in¬ 
vestment in our future. 

We also must continue to be 
conservative and frugal with the 
state funds (your tax-dollars) we 
do have. Senate Bill 118 will re¬ 
quire all applicants for public 
benefits to either present a legit¬ 
imate document verifying 
United States citizenship or sub¬ 
mitting an affidavit verifying 
legal residency here. 

Finally, the Senate passed 
Senate Bill 213 which provides 
transitional living support for 
young people who have aged 
out of the foster care system but 
still feel that they need a support 
system. A youth may choose, 
before they are 19, to extend or 
reinstate his or her commitment 
to the Cabinet of Health and 
Family Services to age 21. This 
means that the children will 
continue to be eligible for edu¬ 
cational, residential, and 
psychological support to help 
ensure they will grow into pro¬ 
ductive members of society. 

Next week, we will be en¬ 
tering in a conference 
committee with the House to 
hammer out differences in our 
budget proposals. The Senate 
will also be voting on the state’s 
road plan.

Property owner appeals Board of Adjustment ruling she must move her garage

A garage the planning 
commission claims was 
built too close to Loretto 
Road has led to a lawsuit in 
which the property owner 
claims local officials had 
ample time to point out the 
problem. 

Twyla Hart filed an 
appeal in Nelson Circuit 
Court Feb. 13 claiming she 
believed she had filed all the 
proper paperwork when, six 
months after construction on 
her garage was complete, 
she received a letter from 
Joint City-County Planning 
Commission Director Janet 
Johnston-Crowe stating the 
property may not comply 
with the required 50-foot 
setback from the road. 

The property in question 
is the former St. Mark’s 
Church at 5591 Loretto 
Road. Hart has converted 
the church into a residence. 

Johnston-Crowe’s letter 
came in October 2011. In 
January 2012, Hart’s request 
for a 43-foot variance from 
the setback was denied by 
the Board of Adjustment. 
BOA minutes from the Jan. 
12 meeting indicate three 
neighbors testified they had 
no problem with the garage. 
However, board member 
Charles Howard stated 
granting the variance may 
set a precedent, and made a 
motion to deny the variance. 
The BOA voted 4-0 to turn it 
down. 

In court documents, Hart 
offers a timeline of the con¬ 
struction. According to that 
timeline, she filed an appli¬ 
cation for a zoning compli¬ 
ance permit to build the 
garage in April 2009, and 
filed for a building permit in 
January 2010. Hart states 
the Transportation Cabinet 
informed her the setback 
was 30 feet from the center- 
line of Loretto Road, not 50 
feet. 

It was then, Hart claimed, 


that she moved the site of the 
garage closer to the road to 
save on the expense of 
removing a light pole, and 
she submitted that drawing 
to Nelson County Code 
Enforcement, “because 
that’s where I had made all 
subsequent changes to any 
projects requiring a building 
permit.” According to BOA 
minutes, this should have 
been submitted to the plan¬ 
ning commission. 

The footing was later 
“dug, and inspected, and 
approved by Code 
Enforcement,” Hart 

claimed. Hart told the BOA 
after footers were poured, 
there was no construction on 
the garage for five months 
because of cold weather, and 
said she didn’t understand 
why the problem wasn’t 
pointed out then. 

According to Johnston- 
Crowe, the building does 
comply with Transportation 
Cabinet rules, but does not 
comply with local zoning 
regulations, which require a 
50-foot setback from the 
property line, not the center 
line. The property line is 
drawn at the edge of the 
right-of-way, which may be 
several feet away from the 
edge of the road. 

Construction of the 30- 
by-50-foot garage was com¬ 
pleted in April 2011, accord¬ 
ing to Hart. The entire build¬ 
ing was reportedly inside the 
setback area. 

Hart claims in court docu¬ 
ments that moving the 
garage would be a great 
financial burden. 

“At this point, I do not 
have the financial capability 
to tear down, move and/or 
rebuild the garage. I work 
from home, and having a 
garage is necessary to the 
work that I do,” Hart wrote. 
“If I’m unable to use the 
garage, the only option I 
have is to vacate the proper¬ 
ty.” 

At a January meeting of 
Nelson Fiscal Court, County 


Attorney John Kelley and 
Building Inspector Logan 
Spaulding said it is not the 
responsibility of code 
enforcement to ensure build¬ 
ings comply with setback 
requirements. Property own¬ 
ers aren’t required to have 
their property surveyed but 
are advised to do so before 
they start construction, they 
added. 

“A lot of times people 
won’t want to hire a survey¬ 
or,” but it’s always a good 
idea, Johnston-Crowe said. 
The planning commission 
doesn’t have a surveyor on 
staff. “Our legal counsel has 
advised us not to determine 
where property lines are just 
because of the liability 
issue.” 

Although Johnston- 
Crowe agreed it is the prop¬ 
erty owner’s responsibility to 
determine if a structure is 
being built in a permissible 
location, she said the plan¬ 
ning commission tries to 
prevent situations like 
Hart’s. 

“If the planning commis¬ 
sion would have been noti¬ 
fied the planning commis¬ 
sion would have asked for 
verification of the setback,” 
she said. 

When the BOA considers 
whether to grant a variance, 
it is asked to determine 
whether turning down a 
request would cause an 
undue hardship for the prop¬ 
erty owner, and whether the 
property owner has commit¬ 
ted a willful violation. 
Johnston-Crowe said it is up 
to the board to define what 
constitutes an undue hard¬ 
ship, but she said Hart did 
not provide specific evi¬ 
dence as to what the cost 
would be to move the 
garage. She said the board 
determined the location of 
the garage was a violation, 
but did not specify that it 
was “willful.” 

Hart declined to comment 
for this article on the advice 
of her attorney.

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Local parish gives hope to Haitian children and sister parishes

Joe Zarantonello has been 
coordinating the Haiti Relief 
Project for 26 years with St. 
Joseph Parish. After Haiti’s 
last earthquake in 2010, St. 
Jude Parish was built in 
Haiti’s capital of Port-au- 
Prince. Aside from educa¬ 
tion, the newly built parish 
addresses the poverty and 
sanitation problems facing 
the population. 

Like many other areas in 
Haiti, the parish is empower¬ 
ing the locals with an eco¬ 
nomic opportunity, which 
economically benefits the 
individual and the trash¬ 
laden environment of Haiti. 

“We started a recycling 
center in Port-au-Prince 
where locals can actually 
clean up their environment 
and get paid for it,” 
Zarantonello said. 

Clean water is a problem 
in Haiti. Water is sold in 
plastic bags. People tear the 
side of the bags for con¬ 
sumption and discard them 
in the streets and canals, 
according to Zarantonello. 

“The locals call it pick-up 
money. People pick up trash, 
we buy it from them and sell 
it,” Zarantanello said. 

The phrase Ramase Lajan 
means “Picking up money,” 
in the Haitian language, 
which is a mix of Creole and 
French with mostly West 
African grammar. The pro¬ 
gram is having a large 
impact on the sanitation 
problems throughout Haiti. 
Citizens now look at their 
trash as cash, according to 
Zarantonello. 

The parish sells the col¬ 
lected plastic to a local recy¬ 
cling plant. Currently, the 
parish employs four people 
to manage the collection 
center. According to a 
newsletter released by 
Zarantonello, the workers 
agreed to $2.50 a day, which 
totals about $75 a month per 
employee. The start-up cost 
of the collection center was 
$16,000 and Zarantonello 
hopes the collection center 
could be self-sufficient after 
six months of full operation. 

“The parish needs $2,500 
to keep the center going 
until it becomes self-suffi¬ 
cient,” Zarantonello said. “I 
do most of the fundraising 
myself online. We have 
donations not just from the 
United States but Canada 
and Europe.” 

Zarantonello makes fre¬ 
quent trips to Haiti to ensure 
fimding goes straight to the 
parish. After the latest earth¬ 
quake, Zarantonello and 
other members of the parish 
were able to coordinate a trip 
to Haiti to two of their sister 
parishes: St. Jude in Port-au- 
Prince and St. Francis 
Xavier in Akil Samdi. 
According to Zarantonello, 
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Young Haitian girls enjoy dresses brought to them from 
St. Joseph Parish trip to St. Francis Xavier Parish in Akil 
Samdi.

“She really made this 
happen,” Zarantonello said. 
“Sister Marie, Father Bill 
Hammer and I took about 
300 dresses for the little 
girls. We took 200 of them 
to Mother Theresa’s orphan¬ 
age and also donated soccer 
balls for the boys.” 

The idea of choice 
seemed to be lost on the 
children, according toThe 
Rev. Hammer. 

“The girls aren’t used to 
getting new things. Most of 
their things are handed down 
and when we laid several 
dresses in different sizes in 
front of them to choose 
from, they seem almost 
overwhelmed. It was like a 
sensory overload. You could 
see the glow and joy in their 
faces,” Hammer said. 

According to Hammer, 
many areas of Port-au- 
Prince still lay in rubble and 
tent villages experience 
problems with sanitation. 
With a diminished police 
force, women and children 
are the first victims of bru¬ 
tality. For Hammer, the need 
to help is evident. 

“In the Christian sense, 
they are literally our family. 
They are our sister parish 
and sister school. Kids here 
should think of them as their 
classmates and do them as 
they would for their own 
classmates here,” Hammer 
said. 

Zarantonello said the 
parish occasionally takes 
members of the parish to 
Haiti. 

“It is something positive 
that we have been doing for 
the last 26 years. The experi¬ 
ence changes them and that 
is why the parishes have 
been so successful in surviv¬ 
ing for this many years. 
Until someone goes to Haiti 
and sees the situation for 
themselves they don’t 
understand why these peo¬ 
ple need help in so many 
ways.” 


St. Jude’s Parish handles 
a total of three programs for 
the Haiti Relief Project, 
which includes the recycling 
center. The education pro¬ 
gram provides scholarships 
for 110 grade school chil¬ 
dren and about 15 students 
in high school. The parish 
pays about $200 for each 
child per year with four 
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Young Haitian boys at St. Francis Xavier Parish in Akil Samdi play with soccer balls 
brought to them from St. Joseph Parish.

rounding areas of Port-au-

The livelihood project 
helps about 15 women in 


small business partnership. 
Each woman received a 
grant of about $300 so they 
can start a small livelihood 
project. They receive coach¬

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teaching music. 

Because the school has 
more than one teacher quali¬ 
fied to teach art, but no one 
else qualified to teach P.E., 
Lanham said the best deci¬ 
sion was to cut the art 
teacher and leave the P.E. 
teacher in place. 

The SBDM pushed back 
against cuts to the related 
arts position, and debated 
whether fundraising could 
realistically make up part of 
the difference. In the tenta¬ 
tive allocation approved last 
week, $53,858 of fundraised 
money would already have 
to be allocated to support lit¬ 
eracy and a part-time secre¬ 
tary’s position. 

The SBDM debated 
whether to “take a gamble” 
with fundraising money next 
year. The school had rough¬ 
ly $22,000 in fundraised 
money in its coffers as of 
Monday’s meeting. In order 
to keep the tentative alloca¬ 
tion for which the board 
voted March 19 fundraising 
would have to cover $53,858 
of expenses next year, 
Lanham estimated. 

But if the board agreed to 
“gamble” that the school 
will be allocated another 
one-half teacher’s position, 
the other half of that 
teacher’s salary would have 
to be paid for through 
fundraising, at an estimated 
cost of $23,023. By these 
estimates, parents and staff 
would have to raise roughly 
$54,881 next year, in which 
case they would not have 
any funds left over to carry 
into the following year. 

The school raises an esti¬ 
mated $30,000-$40,000 
annually, according to 
Lanham. 

“I don’t know if we can do 
that,” teacher and board 
member Christa Tucker said. 

Lanham pointed to two 
ways the school may gain 
another half teacher: the 
fifth-grade and kindergarten 
classes will likely be larger 
than the district estimated. 
But if one grade gains too 
many students, the addition¬ 
ally allocated teacher may 
have to teach that grade, 
Lanham warned. For now, 
she said, the school simply 
has to wait and see. 

Q&Awith Orr 

“We are the fundraising 
champions at Cox’s Creek,” 
Lanham told Monday 
evening’s crowd. In the past, 
money was always 
fundraised for the next year, 
creating a cushion that pro¬ 
tected the school’s pro¬ 
grams, Lanham said. But 


this year was the first in 
which the school was still 
raising money for the cur¬ 
rent year — for funds 
already committed. Lanham 
noted the draining fundrais¬ 
ing reserves by pointing out 
that in 2011-2012, fundrais¬ 
ing paid for about $100,000 
in staffing costs. 

“Please know that there 
has been countless discus¬ 
sions and tears among all of 
us,” Lanham said. “But at 
some point we have to do it 
because we’ve got to pay for 
it.” 

“This is my second year 
in the district and it hurts me 
to consider what we do at the 
school level to have to fund 
some of these positions,” 
Orr said. 

Parents and staff posed 
their questions on note cards 
and, near the end of the 
meeting, aloud. One note 
card question asked why the 
Nelson County School 
District ranks 160th out of 
174 districts in Kentucky in 
per pupil expenditure and 
has a high student-to-teacher 
ratio. 

“It is not an enviable posi¬ 
tion for us to be in as a dis¬ 
trict,” Orr acknowledged. 
He said because the county 
is one of the largest in the 
state, buses travel farther 
and transportation costs are 
higher. He also pointed to 
the teacher pay ranking — 
17th highest in the state. But 
he said it was a bad idea to 
cut teacher salaries, because 
Bardstown City Schools is 
ranked fourth in the state for 
teacher pay, and may take 
many of Nelson County’s 
best teachers. 

Another attendee asked 
why the district didn’t con¬ 
sider a 5 percent pay cut 
throughout management. 

Orr responded that this 
year the district cut about 
$385,000 in central office 
positions and hopes to cut 
about $380,000 next year. 

One person asked what 
parents can do to help 
restore the school’s pro¬ 
grams. Orr said more par¬ 
ents should voice their sup¬ 
port at school board meet¬ 
ings for a 4 percent property 
tax revenue next year. 
However, he said he couldn’t 
guarantee where the addi¬ 
tional revenue would go and 
pointed out the $440,000 
revenue increase would not 
be enough to give each dis¬ 
trict school one new teacher 
at an average salary of 
around $50,000. 

“Your school board has 
got to be responsible elected 
officials and take the 4 per¬ 
cent,” said Linda Mattingly, 
New Haven, whose two 
grandchildren attend Cox’s 
Creek. “I want the money 
for my grandchildren to get

the proper education. ... If I 
don’t come and raise heck, 
I’m for it.” 

Mattingly’s comments 
elicited a round of applause. 

Brandi Stone, Cox’s 
Creek, was concerned that 
the $31 million spent build¬ 
ing a new high school was 
not being used responsibly 

“You’ve got money going 
toward sports and build¬ 
ings,” agreed parent Corinne 
Shain, who asked whether 
that money would have gone 


toward academics other¬ 
wise. 

Anna Watson, Cox’s 
Creek, said she was also 
worried athletics were being 
prioritized over academics. 

Orr said the price of the 
new Thomas Nelson High 
School was relatively low, 
and the decision to build the 
school was made several 
years ago, before the dis¬ 
trict’s student population 
started to drop. 

Another attendee asked if 


Nelson County Schools 
could learn any strategies 
from Bardstown City 
Schools. 

“They’ve got a much 
higher tax rate than we do,” 
Orr said. 

Milath Lawson wondered 
whether the district could 
save money by cutting its 
fleet of vehicles. Orr said it 
is sometimes cheaper to own 
a vehicle than to reimburse 
employees for mileage. 

Ashley Roach, Cox’s 
Creek, suggested the school 
develop a system to draw 
automatic monthly dona¬ 
tions from donors’ accounts. 

Other district schools 

“The kinds of decisions 
that Cox’s Creek has faced 
this year are actually not 
unique. There’s similar deci¬ 
sions that were made at 
other schools last year,” Orr 
said, pointing to Bloomfield 
Elementary, which lost its 
art teacher. 

Foster Heights 

Elementary faced a similar 
decision at its SBDM meet¬ 
ing Tuesday afternoon. 
Decreases in Section 6 and 
Title I funding will cause the 
school to lose two positions. 

“We have been fortunate 
enough to have a rainy day 


fund” that will cover those 
two positions, Principal 
Donna Paulin said. 

However, the school needs 
one more classroom teacher, 
and Tuesday the SBDM had 
to choose between cutting a 
math/reading intervention 
position or a related arts 
teacher. Because related arts 
teachers can also teach ele¬ 
mentary education, the 
SBDM decided to overlap 
the positions. 

“Our council decided to... 
keep our related arts pro¬ 
gram intact, with the under¬ 
standing that we would be 
working creatively with our 
scheduling to provide small 
groups of reading interven¬ 
tion and math with some of 
our related arts staff,” Paulin 
said. 

Parents and staff Monday 
asked why the district pays 
for traveling P.E. and music 
teachers at Boston School 
and New Haven School over 
and above the staffing allo¬ 
cations those schools 
receive. 

“Those two teaching posi¬ 
tions are an exception,” Orr 
said. He said the two 
schools’ relatively small size 
and K-8 grade levels make a 
typical staffing formula 
more difficult.

Bethlehem High School 
set its graduation date for 
May 20 and the last day of 
school as May 24. 

Unlike Bethlehem’s stu¬ 
dent body, which is com¬ 
prised of students from 
other counties where 
weather considerations take 
into account a larger geo¬ 
graphical area, Director of 
People/Personnel and 
Instructional Related 
Services for Bardstown 
City Schools Todd Hood 
considers the city schools 
much luckier. 


“We don’t miss as many 
as other schools do since 
we are in the city. We 
haven’t had a school year 
where we didn’t miss any 
days since the 2005-2006 
school year,” Hood said. 

Although the district did¬ 
n’t miss any full days, when 
the outbreak of tornadoes 
hit the region, Bardstown 
Public Schools released 
students early to ensure 
their safety. Based on bus 
routes, students were 
released in two waves with 
other districts following 
suit. 

“We didn’t want students 
being caught in a storm in 
the middle of their route,” 
Hood said. “We made sure 
there was going to be some¬ 
one home through our one- 


call system to their homes 
and if a bus driver didn’t see 
anyone there to meet them 
at the stop, they were 
brought back to school to 
wait for their parents.” 

Hood sets aside 10 
make-up days throughout 
the school year. Early 
releases or delays due to 
weather don’t affect the cal¬ 
endar year until the school 
accumulates in excess of 
six hours. 

“Once we go over six 
hours of early release or 
opening delays, we have to 
make up the six hours 
before the cycle starts over 
again,” Hood said. 

Bardstown City Schools 
last day of classes is set for 
June 1 and graduation is 
June 2.

Nelson County posted several strong scores at the 
5th Region archery meet earlier this month, includ¬ 
ing crowning a regional champion in junior Morgan

to win her division. 

The Cardinals also had a third-place finisher in 
junior Michelle Simpson and a fourth-place with 
junior Alexis Downey.

Outdoors: Turkey safety equals turkey success 


Turkey hunting requires 
preparation. Wild turkeys 
are much different from 
their farm-raised relatives. 
They are much smarter. 

The more a hunter learns 
about wild turkeys and their 
habits, hunting equipment, 
and where the birds are 
located, the more likely he 
or she is to be successful. 
Scouting for birds before 
opening morning is impor¬ 
tant. 

Preparation includes 
learning safety techniques, 
which may not only make 
the hunter safer, but also 
more likely to bag a bird. 

Turkey season kicks off 
in Kentucky April 7-8 with 


youth weekend. The open¬ 
ing day of the regular spring 
hunt is April 14 and the last 
day is May 6. Hunters may 
take one bearded turkey per 
day and a total of two during 
the season. A spring turkey 
license is $30 for residents 
and $60 for nonresidents. 

Indiana’s spring wild 
turkey season begins April 
21-22 with a youth hunt 
weekend. The regular sea¬ 
son starts April 25 and con¬ 
tinues through May 13. A 
turkey license is $25 for res¬ 
idents and $120 for nonres¬ 
idents. 

Safe turkey hunting tac¬ 
tics are well worth learning, 
according to Tom Hughes,

assistant vice president of 
the National Wild Turkey 
Lederation. He says the 
safety tactics also will help a 
hunter get that gobbler into 


range for a shot and a place 
on the dinner table. 

A safe turkey hunter is 
much like a safe driver — 
you must be defensive- 
minded. Also, keep in mind 
that a safe hunter is an effec¬ 
tive hunter. Here are 10 tips 
from the NWTL to consider 
when you’re in the woods: 

• Leave the area if you 
suspect there’s another 
hunter already working for 
the same bird. 

• Resist the urge to stalk 
turkey sounds. It is nearly 
impossible to sneak up on a 
turkey. It is also unethical 
and could lead to an acci¬ 
dent. 

• Select a spot that is in 


open timber rather than 
thick brush: wearing cam¬ 
ouflage clothing and elimi¬ 
nating movement is more 
critical to success than hid¬ 
ing in heavy cover. 

• Sit against a large 
stump, blow-down tree 
trunk or rock that is wider 
than your shoulders and 
higher than your head when 
calling wild turkeys. 

• Never wear bright col¬ 
ors, especially not red, 
white, blue or black because 
these are the colors of a wild 
turkey gobbler. Watch out 
for red, white or blue on 
your socks, T-shirts, hooded

sweatshirts, hats, bandanas, 
etc. Wear dark undershirts 
and socks, and pants long 
enough to be tucked into 
boots. 

• Remain still and speak in 
a loud, clear voice to 
announce your presence to 
other hunters if necessary. 
Never move, wave or make 
turkey sounds to alert anoth¬ 
er hunter of your presence. 

• Keep your hands and 
head camouflaged when 
calling. 

• Maintain a clear field of 
view when using a camou¬ 
flage blind or netting. 

• Ensure your decoy is not 
visible when you are trans¬ 
porting it. Stash the decoy in 
your vest and make sure the 
head is not sticking out. If 
you harvest a wild turkey 
during your hunting trip, you 
also should cover the bird’s 
head and body when carry¬ 
ing it out from your hunting 
spot. 

• Put your gun’s safety on 
and approach the downed 
bird with your firearm point¬ 
ed in a safe direction after 
firing. Never run with a 


firearm. 

Spring turkey hunting is a 
wonderful experience. Of 
course, every hunter wants to 
harvest a tom, but even if 
you are unsuccessful, watch¬ 
ing the sunrise and listening 
to the sounds of spring as it 
becomes alive in the morn¬ 
ing is a wonderful reward 
itself.

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Asparagus is a garden investment 


I am only now recovering; 
it has been four days since 
Andy and I planted 100 
asparagus crowns. Planting 
asparagus is an investment 
on all accounts — time, 
labor, money, patience — 
and then the big payoff, 
which is fresh asparagus for 
two months each spring right 
from your own garden. 

This is the second time I 
have participated in an 
asparagus planting extrava¬ 
ganza (I told Andy when we 
were finished that two times 
in a lifetime is enough for 
me!) I planted asparagus 
with my father nearly 30 
years ago and we are still 
enjoying the bounty from 
that original planting so, you 
see, the investment is worth 
it all around. 

Perhaps you are not inter¬ 
ested in the volume of work 
and yield that 100 crowns 
offers, so maybe 25 planted 
in a permanent spot in the 
garden will suffice. 
Asparagus is a perennial so 
be certain about where you 
plant and be serious about 
preparing the planting bed. 
This is the hardest part but 
once it is done, it is done!

Asparagus will continue to 
produce for 30 years or more 
if it is properly maintained, 
our original planting is proof 
of that. 

Prepare a 10-inch deep 
trench that is about 2 feet 
wide; add lots of organic 
matter such as composted 
manure if your soil is clayey. 
We use a stagger pattern to 
plant the crowns, imagine 
the paw prints of a cat and 
plant accordingly, spacing 
the center of the crowns 
about 12 inches apart. To get 
asparagus started it is not a 
bad idea to add a little phos¬ 
phorus into the mix so I 
sprinkle a little bone meal 


into the trench before 
spreading out the roots of 
each crown and planting. 
Cover the crowns with about 

2 inches of soil, reserving 
the remaining soil for later. 

The unique thing about 
planting asparagus is that we 
add soil gradually through 
several weeks. Cover the 
crowns little by little as they 
emerge from dormancy and 
poke above the soil surface 
— a telltale sign to add some 
more soil until we are back 
even with the soil surface. 
Keep the plants evenly moist 
during this time. 

When you purchase your 
asparagus crowns it will be 
noted how old they are (you 
can tell, too, by how robust 
they are) if you purchased 2- 

3 year-old crowns you can 
start harvesting a little by 
next year but it really is best 
to leave them be during the 
first year so they can go 
straight to fern. At the fern 
stage the plant can maximize 
photosynthesis and pack in 
the energy to develop a 
strong root system and 
therefore higher yields next 
year. Harvest a little next 
year and then you should be 


ready to really enjoy by the 
third year after planting 
Long term maintenance 
includes weeding (which, as 
a perennial crop, does 
become a problem after 
years in the same place, try 
using corn gluten as a pre- 
emergent); also don’t cut 
asparagus tops (the ferny 
growth) back until they have 
naturally died back; the 
plants need to store energy 
throughout the summer and 
fall through their foliage for 
a good crop the following 
spring. In fact, we have been 
burning our dried fern debris 
in late winter; this also 
accomplishes some pest 
control by burning any eggs 
of the asparagus beetle that 
might remain form the pre¬ 
vious season. Only burn if 
you are safe to do so in prox¬ 
imity to others and to build¬ 
ings, though! You can fertil¬ 
ize during active fern growth 
after the harvest season with 
composted manure or a bal¬ 
anced granular (I like the 
mixes that are organic such 
as Espoma’s product line; or 
make your own mixing cot¬ 
tonseed meal, bone meal and 
kelp.)

Obesity is dangerous to mind, body 


Since Dr. Rob Farrell, 
Nelson County’s first 
bariatric (weight-loss) and 
general surgeon, became a 
member of Flaget 
Memorial Hospital’s health 
care team, I’ve been doing 
some research on the effects 
of obesity. It’s clear that 
excess weight can harm 
your health. What we often 
don’t consider is how harm¬ 
ful negative attitudes about 
obesity can be to an over¬ 
weight person. 

Farrell will outline the 
difficulties obese people 
face during his next weight- 
loss seminar, which will be 
at 6 p.m. Tuesday, April 3 at 
Flaget Hospital. 

Many of us are aware that 
morbid obesity can lead to 
the development of serious 
health problems such as 
diabetes, heart disease, 
sleep apnea and osteoarthri¬ 
tis — not to mention a 
shortened life span. But 
there’s a psychological and 
social price to be paid as 
well, since we live in a cul¬ 
ture where “thin is in.” You 
can’t pick up a magazine or 
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turn on the TV without see¬ 
ing models with their ribs 
sticking out. In 99.9 percent 
of our movies, the heroines 
are stick-thin, while the 
heroes are extremely mus¬ 
cular. The shapes of these 
actresses and actors clearly 
don’t reflect those of the 
average man or woman in 
this nation. Even so, we are 
bombarded with the images 
no matter where we go. 

Many people who are 
overweight face the disap¬ 
proval of family members 
and friends. The morbidly 


obese often face the sneers 
and negative remarks of 
strangers. Job discrimina¬ 
tion, although illegal, is 
another burden. In a society 
in which citizens judge the 
outside of a person before 
looking for the self within, 
it can be a daily torment to 
be obese. 

As an overweight child, I 
can recall other kids making 
fun of me. In my teens, I 
starved myself so that I 
could look like the women 
in the magazines. I strug¬ 
gled with yo-yo dieting for 
years, which was its own 
kind of punishment. No 
matter how thin I got, I 
always imagined I was too 
fat. It took decades to shed 
that old image. 

If you are morbidly 
obese, and you’ve tried just 
about every diet known to 
man without achieving last¬ 
ing success, bariatric sur¬ 
gery may be an option. It’s 
something you would have 
to consider carefully. Free 
weight-loss seminars are 
one way to get information.

The Rainforest 

LIFE IN LAYERS 



As many as 30 million kinds of plants and animals live in the rainforest. The trees and 
other plants that make up the rainforest grow together so densely that they create layers, 
each with different climate characteristics. Read about the layers. Then follow the 
directions to color the rainforest picture. 


- Upper Canopy 65' -100 1 + 


In the upper layer, the tops of the tallest 
trees form a canopy that spreads out over 
smaller trees and plants. Some of these 
trees grow to be 200 feet high. Plenty of 
sunlight reaches this layer, making it the 
hottest layer of the rainforest. 


ANIMALS: Eagles, monkeys, bats and 
butterflies 


DM HP Color the sky blue, the treetops 
bright green and the trunks brown. 


Lower Canopy 30 -65' 

This is the most colorful of the layers. 
Since the upper canopy shades the 
harshest sunlight, this lower canopy 
receives a filtered light in which flowers 
and vines grow. The vines grow from 
tree to tree, forming a woven maze.

DM HO Color this layer with bright 
flowers and a mixture of greens.

Only patches of sunlight reach through 
the upper layers to the understory, or 
mid-zone. Shrubs and small trees grow 
in this shady, damp layer. 

ANIMALS: Jaguars, leopards, insects 


DM [<[> Color the plants green and 
brown and darken the spaces 
between.
